Applicant is in receipt of the Notice of Allowance dated July 10, 2006, for the above- 
captioned application. However, Applicant disagrees with the Determination of Patent 
Term Adjustment under 35 USC 154(b) and presents the following facts to support the 
contention that the patent term reward should be 1 .208 days instead of 949 days due to 
PTO examination delay.
